ecently  I received  a note  from  member  Charles  Lotcpeich  asking  if 
knew  about  tokens  issued  by  the  Somerset  Hotel  of  Garfield.  I 
hecked  the  old  TAMS  listings  and  only  found  a Windsor  Castle  trade 
oken  listed  for  Garfield.  In  questioning  Mr.  Lotcpeich  he  has 
iven  me  the  following  information 

harles  and  his  father  Karl  owned  the  Somerset  Hotel  from  1924  to 
976  when  it  burned  down.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  his  letter 
0 me . 

About  1933  or  1934  these  tokens  were  first  used  for  the  price  of  a 
rink  over  the  bar.  The  patrons  who  played  on  a *Q-Ball'  table  or 
huffleboard  and  felt  they  could  not  drink  anymore  would  buy  the 
oken  from  the  bar  and  give  it  to  the  winner,  who  in  return  would 
se  them  for  their  intended  purpose,  to  purchase  a drink  or  what- 
ver  he  wanted,  sandwiches,  drinks,  etc.  Prices  at  that  time  were j 
ye  250,  Scotch  300 » 14  oz . beer  100,  sandwich  250*  We,  father  and 
were  bartenders.  Me,  Charles,  during  the  day  from  6AM  to  6PM, 
iy  father  Karl  from  6PM  till  closing,  3AM  or  later,  depending  on  the 
ustomers.  These  tokens  had  a life  span  of  15  years  or  more . " 


’harles  has  donated  his  last  tokens,  42  100  and  14  50  tokens  to  us 
Tor  fund  raising  purposes.  He  notes  the  .50  tokens  are  scarce 
because  of  use  in  the  Jukebox.

SOME  UNLISTED  CIVIL  WAR  MERCHANT  SCRIP 

by  David  D . Gladfelter 


Collectors  of  U.S.  Civil  War  emergency  money  will  hardly  ever 
find  a metal  token  issued  by  an  unlisted  merchant  anymore.  The 
Civil  War  token  field  has  been  so  thoroughly  studied  that  new 
merchant  discoveries  are  indeed  rare.  Not  so,  however,  with 
some  of  the  less  popular  forms  of  Civil  W/ar  emergency  money  such 
as  postage  stamp  envelopes,  cardboard  chits,  and  fractional 
merchant  scrip.  Unlisted  merchant  scrip,  in  particular,  seems 
to  be  fairly  available.  Illustrated  here  (enlarged)  are  three 
examples  not  in  George  W/. Wait's  book  that  I picked  up  recently 
at  the  same  show. 

The  Burlington  County  piece  is  the  better  of  two  specimens  that 
were  on  the  floor  that  day.

The  Burlington  note  is  signed  by  the  merchant,  Thomas  B.  Woolman, 
in  red  and  also  has  his  stamp,  in  blue-green  ink,  on  the  reverse. 
The  stamp  has  a patriotic  theme  with  a spread  eagle  above,  a 13 
star  design  below  and  "T .B .Woolman.  Dry  Goods/65  High  St. 
Burlington,  N.J."  in  the  center.  The  Stamp  is  faint  and  may  not 
show  up  well  in  the  photocopy.

The  Bordentown  note  is  particularly  interesting  because  it  has 
an  unlisted  printer's  imprint,  "Duress  Bros . ,Prs .Phila . " The 
merchant,  Samuel  E.Burr  is  listed  as  the  issuer  of  Wait  105  and 
106,  but  on  this  note  he  has  signed  as  agent  for  someone  else. 
The  payee's  signature,  Thomas  T.Cook,  is  endorsed  across  the 
reverse,  thus  making  the  note  bearer  paper.  The  design  include 
the  "Rally  Round  The  Flag"  theme  (on  the  right),  a patriotic 
sentiment  of  the  day  also  occuring  on  a Civil  War  token. 


At  this  show  was  a specimen  of  Wait  115*  unknown  issuer  of 
Bordentown,  signed  by  John  Williams  & Bro . , which  I report.
